At Monday evening’s Parks and Recreation 
Commission meeting tlieie was a lengthy discussion 
concerning the swim team, boosters chib and sw'im 
team coaches as all interact with each other and as 
they respond to Sierra Madre’s needs. 

Mary Ann McMillan, whose letter to the editor 
appears on page 2, appeared before the governing 
board as an arbitrator for several parents of swim¬ 
mers. 

She requested an audit of the books for the 
booster club, a copy of the financial report for the 
past year, and said that she believed the report ot 
money collected tor dues league fees and the snack 
bar credits was "not adequate.” 

She explained that sinne children had been dis¬ 
missed from the swim team because one mother 
“was asking questions concerning the swimerania 
last September” for which no prizes had yet been 
distributed and that one mother was denied access 
to the book.s.

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‘Child Abuse’

Many people reasonably assume that 
since child abuse is against the law, some¬ 
where in the statutes there must be a clear 
distinction of what is and what is not abuse. 

But, In California, this Is not the case. 
Nowhere in current law is there a clear- 
cut definition of the conditions that consti¬ 
tute abuse. 

Since the term is not defined, some 
social workers, who are philosophically 
opposed to the use of parental spanking 
as a form of discipline, have claimed that 
spanking is “physical abuse” and Is, there¬ 
fore, grounds for removal of the minor 
from his or her home. 

In the last few months, many such 
cases have been brought to my attention, 
but there is one that stands out in my mind 
as a classic example of the situation de¬ 
scribed above. 

It is the case of a 15-year-old girl who 
was caught stealing jewelry from the local 
drug store and was encouraging her two 
younger sisters to do the same. As punish¬ 
ment, her parents did not allow her to go 
on a planned trip with other youths. The 
girl, defiant and angry, ran away from home 
and took up residence with a married 
couple in their 30s. 

Within a couple of weeks, the girl be¬ 
came sexually Involved with the man and It 
was reported to the police by his wife. 
The girl was immediately taken Into temp¬ 
orary custody and a social worker visited 
her parents to determine why she had run 
away from home. 

The social worker asked them what 
form of discipline was used with all three 
children. The parents explained that, due to 
her age, the 15-year-old was restricted from 
social activities when she was caught lying 
or stealing, but that they used spanking 
as a form of discipline on the two younger 
girls, who were 11 and 12 years old. 

The social worker informed the parents 
f^that spanking was an unacceptable form of 
^ dIectpWne siwd the* show— gohigto sdnd 
aTamily counselor into the home once a 
week (at their expense) to teach them 
how to raise and discipline their children. 

The parents refused, stating that they 
based their discipline on Biblical principles 
and would not be interested in any other 
child training philosophies. Since they were 
unwilling to submit to counseling, the social 
worker filed a petition in court to make 
the children wards of the court. To make a 
very long story short, the parents had to hire 
an attorney who made a deal with the social 
worker that the parents would give up 
custody of the 15-year-old, in exchange 
for keeping their two younger daughters. 

This is just one outrageous example of 
state intrusion into private family life that 
has been brought to my attention this 
year, and it was cases such as this one 
that alerted me to the vagueness of current 
law. 

Consequently, when I learned that 
Senator Presley was introducing an omni¬ 
bus child abuse measure changing many 
aspects of the child welfare system, I im¬ 
mediately became interested in the possi¬ 
bility of using his bill to make changes in 
the Welfare and Institutions Code, as it 
relates to child abuse. 

The Presley bill, in its current form, 
contains a complete rewrite of this sec¬ 
tion dealing with child abuse, and pro¬ 
vides protection from all kinds of child 
abuse, while at the same time providing 
protection against unnecessary intrusion 
into the private family. I am particularly 
pleased that Senator Presley agreed to 
adopt my suggested amendment to the 
new Section of the Code which states: For 
purposes of this subdivision, ‘serious phys¬ 
ical harm’ does not include reasonable 
and age appropriate spanking when there 
is no evidence of harm to bones or Intern¬ 
al organs or involvement of the head 
or facial area or serious visible physical 
Injury to other areas of the body.” 

I believe this language provides pro¬ 
tection for both children and parents. It 
tells parents that if they wish to use spank¬ 
ing as a form of discipline, it must be done 
in such a way as to not cause any injury 
to a child. It also tells social workers that 
they may intervene only when there is real 
danger to a child. 

It is imperative that we have laws 
to protect innocent children from abuse. 
Throughout my legislative career, I have 
always advocated tough penalties for those 
who commit crimes against these unfor¬ 
tunate youngsters. But, It appears that in 
our zeal to protect these children, some 
laws wore written that are not definitive 
and have served to overload the child wel 
fare system, often taking children out of 
their homes unnecessarily and keeping 
them In longterm foster care.

Concerned about 
swim team procedures 

A copy of this letter, ori¬ 
ginally sent to the Sierra 
Madre City Council and 
City Administrator, Jim 
McRea, was also sent to 
the Sierra Madre News. 

Ed. 

Approximately 3 weeks 
a Sierra Madre parent was 
referred to me for help in 
a situation that had oc¬ 
curred involving her child¬ 
ren and the Sierra Madre 
swim team. Emotions were 
running high, and the re¬ 
ferring parent felt I could 
help since 1 have been 
acting as a volunteer ad¬ 
vocate for children and 
their parents regarding 
school problems for the 
past 2 years. 1 told the re¬ 
ferring parent that al¬ 
though 1 did not have a 
child on the team and I 
had never been involved 
with city administration 
before, I would certainly 
be willing to talk with the 
mother to see if 1 could 
help. 1 met with the moth¬ 
er, and what 1 learned 
from that conversation 
and what has transpired 
since has caused me to 
not only help the mother, 
but to pursue the matter 
independently through 
you for the benefit of all 
the youth of Sierra Madre. 

In our meeting the 
mother stated that her 2 
children, who had been 
members of the swim team 
off and on for the past 3 
years, had arrived for 
practice one day only to 
be told by the coach in 
front of their peers that 
they were off the team 
and could not swim. When 
the mother called P&R 
to find out what was go¬ 
ing on, she was informed 
that the coaches, the pres¬ 
ident of the booster club, 
and the head of P&R had 
met privately and de¬ 
cided to dismiss both 
children from the team. 
She subsequently received 
a letter explaining their 
decision. However, the 
reason given was that the 
mother was too diffi¬ 
cult. The mother felt that 
she had not been diffi¬ 
cult. She said that she had 
questioned safety pro¬ 
cedures for the children, 
she had questioned ex¬ 
penditures made from the 
booster club account, and 
she also had been trying 
to get the prizes for the 
children which they had 
earned for participation 
in a swimarama last Sep¬ 
tember. The children still 
do not have those prizes. 

The mother then re¬ 
quested a meeting with 
everyone involved to see 
if it could be worked out. 
At this meeting the mother 
agreed not to interfere in 
any way if her children 
could be placed back on 
the team, and the response 
she received from the 
coach was, “What will 
it take to make you under¬ 
stand we don’t want 
you?” She then placed 
her children on the Arca¬ 
dia swim team and began 
to deal with the emotion¬ 
al impact the whole inci¬ 
dent had had on the child¬ 
ren. 

1 asked her what she 
wanted to do, and her re-

sponse was simple. “1 just 
want to make sure this 
doesn’t happen to any 
other Sierra Madre fam¬ 
ily.” I then helped her 
write a letter to the P&R 
Commission explaining 
what had happened and 
requesting rules and reg¬ 
ulations be established lor 
the swim team, by-laws be 
established for the booster 
club, and the books of the 
booster club be audited 
by the Commission. 

1 and 2 other local 
children’s advocates ac¬ 
companied her to the P&R 
Commission meeting on 
Monday, July 20, 1987. 
The City Administrator 
was not present at this 
meeting. Nor was the liai¬ 
son from the City Coun¬ 
cil in attendance. The 
members of the audience 
were never offered an 
agenda. The meeting was 
opened, and there was 
considerable discussion 
regarding the fact that the 
Commission had not re¬ 
ceived the minutes from 
its last 2 meetings which 
made it difficult for them 
to follow through on items 
of concern. The mother 
was subsequently asked to 
come forward and speak 
to the Commission re¬ 
garding her letter. During 
the course of this conver¬ 
sation a statement was 
made by the head of the 
P&R Department that 
the swim team was not the 
city’s swim team; it just 
uses the city’s name. 
The Commissioners 
thanked the mother for 
her input saying they 
would look into it. 

1 was informed later 
that after we left the Com¬ 
missioners did in fact 
MSC several items regard¬ 
ing our requests. The day 
following the meeting, 
however, the City Ad¬ 
ministrator pointed out 
to the Commissioners that 
they could not do that 
since it was a nonagen- 
dized item which is true. 
He recommended that all 
matters be put over to the 
commission meeting on 
the 17th of August. No 
one seemed to feel the situ¬ 
ation serious enough to 
warrant a special meeting. 

1 do. 1 believe the child¬ 
ren deserve better than 
this. I am therefore re¬ 
questing that you author¬ 
ize a special meeting of 
the P&R Commission in 
accordance with all pro¬ 
visions of The Brown Act, 
that the City Administra¬ 
tor and the liaison from 
the City Council be pre¬ 
sent at this meeting, and 
that the following issues 
be specifically addressed: 
1. A due process pro¬ 
cedure be established 
for the dismissal of a 
child from the swim 
team.

after obtaining parent¬ 
al approval to do so, 
to help them understand 
it was not their fault; 

2. A satisfactory explan¬ 
ation be provided for 
the delay in obtaining 
the prizes earned by the 
children for participa¬ 
tion in the swimarama 
last September and a 
definite date established 
for their distribution. 

The children themselves 
should also be provided 
an explanation and 
apology for the delay. 
Iliey have waited almost 
a year for prizes hard 
earned by their solicit¬ 
ing money from com¬ 
munity residents and 
businesses and swim¬ 
ming laps. Some of the 
children who partici¬ 
pated in the swimarama 
are not even on the 
team anymore; 

'3. By-laws be establish¬ 
ed for the booster club 
and non-profit tax ex¬ 
empt status be obtained. 

It is my understanding 
that the booster club 
does not have non¬ 
profit tax exempt status 
at this time, and any 
contributions made to 
it are not tax deductible. 
The filing of yearly in¬ 
come tax returns is also 
required; 

4. An audit of the 
booster club’s books by 
the P&R Commission. 
Several fundraising ac¬ 
tivities have taken place 
since the swimarama 
last September, includ¬ 
ing a refreshment stand 
at the Rose Float build¬ 
ing, a refreshment stand 
in Albertson’s parking 
lot, and the snack bar 
at the Rec Center. The 
City apparently receives 
a percentage of the 
profits from the snack 
bar. It would appear 
that money was not an 
issue regarding the 
swimarama prizes; and 
5. Clarification of the 
purchase of a bulkhead 
for the pool. As I un¬ 
derstand it, a new bulk¬ 
head was purchased 
with booster club funds 
even though it is rarely 
used by the swim team 
itself.

Who is 
liable for any injuries 
which might be sustain¬ 
ed on the bulkhead, the 
booster club or the 
city? 1 believe it is 
imperative that these 
questions be answered. 

1 have purposely not 
used any names in this let¬ 
ter to emphasize the fact 
that this is no longer a 
matter of personalities. 
The family involved has 
alreadv suffered enoueh 


humiliation and embar¬ 
rassment, and I would 
respectfully request that 
they be left out of this 
entirely. A situation has 
occurred which adversely 
affected children in our 
community, and steps now 
need to be taken to en¬ 
sure that it doesn’t hap¬ 
pen again. Only when 
children are treated fairly 
and justly by the adults 
around them do they have 
an opportunity to grow 
into fair and just adults 
themselves. When we as 
adults fail in this endea¬ 
vor, we need to explain 
our failure to them so that 
they understand we too 
make mistakes. 

1 would appreciate your 
advising me of your deci¬ 
sion within the next week 
and welcome your calls or 
question. I am also send¬ 
ing a copy of this letter to 
Jan Reed at the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre News with the stipula¬ 
tion that it is for infor¬ 
mational purposes only 
and that authorization to 
publish it at this time is 
expressly denied. 1 would 
appreciate your advising 
her of the date and time 
of any special meeting you 
may authorize so that she 
will have an opportunity 
to be present and report 
to the community on any 
action taken. 

In closing 1 will answer 
the one question that 1 am 
sure is uppermost in every¬ 
one’s mind. “What busi¬ 
ness is it of hers if she 
doesn’t have a kid on the 
swim team; why is she 
doing this?” Our older 
sons are in the Boy Scout 
Troop ^373 here in town, 
and Jonathan is studying 
for his citizenship skill 
award. The other night 
when we were going over 
the duties of a citizen, 
which he must learn to 
earn the award, 1 read to 
him the last duty listed 
which is every citizen has 
a duty to help change 
things that are not good. 
Jonathan looked up at 
me, grinned, and said, 
“That’s why you help 
kids and their parents all 
the time, isn’t it. Mom?” 
That’s why.

The mother involved 
and I met with the City 
Administrator and the 
head of the Parks and 
recreation Department 
this morning, and I am 
delighted to be able to re¬ 
port to you that our con¬ 
cerns were taken serious¬ 
ly and that action will be 
taken to address the issues 
raised in my letter. The 
city staff was both cour¬ 
teous and supportive of 
the mother, and at the 
same time maintained an 
open and fair mind for 
everyone involved. 

Because I feel very 
strongly that our elected, 
appointed, and employed 
officials not only need, 
but want input from the 
community they repre¬ 
sent, I now authorize the 
publication of my letter 
if August 1 so that every¬ 
one can understand what 
is going on.

Reader says 
bad bill 
to be passed 

Do you know that a bill 
has been introduced into 
our State Legislature that 
would grant the right of 
eminent domain to pri¬ 
vate developers? This bill 
has already passed the 
Senate and could become 
law unless everyone pro¬ 
tests to Sacramento im¬ 
mediately. 

You say you haven’t 
heard about it and they 
can’t do that! The reason 
it is being kept quiet is be¬ 
cause they don’t want to 
rouse the farmer when 
they are about to raid his 
chicken coop. And if you 
remain quiet and allow 
this bill to become law, 
you could be forced to va¬ 
cate your premises under 
certain circumstances. 

Senate Bill 442, named 
the Land Readjustment 
Bill (1 call it the “Push¬ 
ing Little People Around 
Bill”) would work like 
this; Now a developer buys 
land and consolidates it 
until he gets the desired 
acreage for his project. 
If one landowner holds 


out for a higher price, 
he may do so and he can 
even refuse to sell at any 
price. 

But with SB442, the de¬ 
veloper would form a 
Land Readjustment As¬ 
sociation composed of 
two of the property own¬ 
ers who are willing to sell 
plus one more person with 
money (this person could 
be from Timbuktu), or 
the association could be 
formed with three prop¬ 
erty owners. As soon as 
this association has two- 
thirds of the property 
owners as members and 
three-fourths of the de¬ 
sired property, they then 
go to the local governing 
body and present their 
plans for approval. Once 


the plans arc approved, 
the owners who did not 
want to sell are forced to 
leave by eminent domain. 

The bill’s author, Mari¬ 
an Bergeson from New¬ 
port Beach, states that 
the dispossessed landown¬ 
er can sue but who could 
afford such a costly pro¬ 
cedure? This bill, we un¬ 
derstand, is intended to 
deal with “antiquated sub¬ 
divisions.” If you live in 
one, beware! 

This is a bad bill — 
fight it! If given the 
“Open Sesame” this bill 
provides, where will the 
developers stop?

The eye’s movements are controlled by a 
set of six muscles. In some people (both chil¬ 
dren and adults), those muscles get out of 
balance. That cuses strabismus or misaligned 
eyes. 

As noted in last week’s column, children 
with strabismus tend to develop amblyopia, 
which means that their brain never learns to 
see with the affected eye. That is because babies 
are born with eyes ready to see, but the brain 

— the computer — has to be programmed. 

But past the age of 5 or 6, the brain 
has the sight picture programmed, so strabis¬ 
mus (or cataracts) dulling the image of one 
eyes does no irreparable damage. The muscles 
can be adjusted surgically at any time — but 
how do you get the alignment exactly right? 

One of my colleagues at the Doheny Eye 
Institute, Dr. Kenneth Wright, is pioneering 
with “adjustable sutures.” What he does, is 
to operate one day and set the adjustable sutures 
in the patient’s eye. Then, the next day, when 
the patient is fully awake, he can “pull the 
strings” outside the eye to adjust the muscles 
so the eyes align perfectly. The patient is the 
judge of when the muscles are tightened 
enough; that is, when the visual images over¬ 
lap again and binocular vision is restored. 

Then Dr. Wright can tie off the sutures 
from outside and get a perfect fit. 

The microsurgical advances of the past 
decade have given us the freedom to do some 
exciting and innovative things for our patients 

— to enhance their vision, to enhance their 
vision and their appearance, and occasionally 
just to enhance their appearance. 

In a future Eye Watch, 1 will tell you about 
some small cosmetic miracles. But for the next 
several weeks, 1 will be answering questions 
from readers.

Margaret (^igley came to the podium and said, 
“It seems to me that if they (booster club) are con¬ 
ducting fundraising, operating outside the law, they 
are liable to lawsuits and to yearly audits. If no char¬ 
ter, they ve nonprofit. 

Coleman said, “1 suggest we table this until next 
meeting.” 

City Administrator McRea gave the commis¬ 
sioners recommendations from Donna Harriman 
which includes setting up rules and guidelines for 
participants and parents during workouts and swim 
meets. Explanations of criteria for participation in 
meets and on the team as well as a description of 
the swim team’s philosophy were included. Goals, 
objectives and expectations should be developed. 

Description of the job responsibilities and duties 
of the swim team coaches should be noted. They 
should attend the annual city staff orientation for 
training. The swim program should be evaluated 
at the end of the spring, summer and fall seasons. 
Procedures for collecting dues and keeping at¬ 
tendance should be documented. Also, procedures 
for organizing meet entries and events should be 
documented. 

The booster club, says Harriman, should de¬ 
velop club goals and objectives, including by¬ 
laws and philosophy. Regular meetings for parents 
and the board of directors should be established 
as well as evaluations of coaches and swim team pro¬ 
gram. Fund raisers should be planned, organized 
and supervised. Procedures should be developed for 
handling suggestions, complaints and compliments. 
Financial reports should be submitted to the city and 
to the Parks and Recreation Department. There 
should be a chain of command for parent informa¬ 
tion developed, Harriman suggested. A refund and 
registration policy and procedure should be de¬ 
veloped. 

In other business, Harriman announced that 109 
Sierra Madreans had participated in Dodger night 
and that next year they were planning to take a bus 
to the Angek game. She also announced that day 
camp had been very successful (The News did a fea¬ 
ture on day camp two weeks ago.) “Three hundred 
different children participated in 10 programs.” 

There was discussion about the after school pro¬ 
gram and how it was impacted by the “latchkey 
children.” Commissioner Cooper said, “A lot of 
parents are desperate to find a place for their chil- 
dtCT.” 

Commissioner Coleman noted, “Latchkey chil¬ 
dren’s parents might be on limited financial base.” 
Harriman said that Sierra Madre residents are al¬ 
lowed to register first for that program. 

Commissioners discussed the feasibility of pro¬ 
viding a fence for the gardens at the tennis courts 
and talked about whether or not to allow a group 
that have radio controlled vehicles to use the Mira 
Monte Reservoir roof.
